piece of land and planted corn and 
sowed rye, which were staple crops 
in those days. Two years later he 
built a log house on the Intervale 
now owned by Nathan G. Mills. 
He afterward built a frame house 
and large barn near where Nathan’s 
buildings now stand. He raised a 
family of twelve children, nine 
boys and three girls, who all grew 
to man and womanhood. He was 
a;good farmery always raised large 
crops, and lived on what he raised, 
kept a large stock of cattle and 
sheep; the wool was carded and 
spun and made into - wearing ap¬ 
parel for the family by the wife 
and mother. In those days almost 
every housewife had her set of 
cards and loom and made the cloth 
for the men’s trousers and frocks, 
and finer cloth for the girls’ cloth¬ 
ing. T well remember seeing those 
great girls coming to school with 
their cheeked gowns of homespun 
of which they were prouder than 
people are now of their cassimeres 
and sillcs, anti much more comfort¬ 
able. Uncle Gyrus spent his win¬ 
ters in the Woods in the eastern 
part of the state, leaving the boys 
to care for things at home. As the 
boys grew to manhood he took 
some of them with him. He was 
as good as a lawyer. His; counsel 
was often sought in difficult law¬ 
suits, and hardly a case was lost 
that he took hold of. When a hoy 
the- writer took a fob to cut cedar 
posts for a man, and was to go to 
another for his pay. After doing 
the job he went and the man paid 
him .in a few days. The sheriff ar¬ 
rested him for getting the money 
under false pretences. He told 
Uncle Cyrus just how it was, and 
after hearing the case all through, 
he said “Gorcy ! I’ll fix nim !” and 
he did. He took the case and 
made out the man a liar and a fraud 
at the court. The bill was less 
than three dollars, but cost him 
over forty to get out of it. Mills 
would not take a cent for his trou¬ 
ble. When a boy many a night 
did I listen to the hairbreadth es¬ 
capes he had gone through with 
same huge bear up a tree or in a 
trap, or when he chased a big 
buck deer or moose oversomehigh 
precipice where he jumped more 
than forty feet, or slid on his snow- 
shoes down some ledge onto a big 
deer. Then when he was helping 
Sherman lot out the . town, Sher¬ 
man once got a little too much 
out of the’ffittle brown juggoing 
up a hill with his compass with 
Mills just ahead, they had to pull 
themselves, up by the bushes. 
Mills passed up and as Sherman 
was pulling up he unnoticed cut 
the bush just as Sherman clutched 
it, and Sherman went rolling down 
many feet, compass- and all. 
Again, when he was crossing a 
brook on some poles, Mills cut 
them, so Sherman went flounder¬ 
ing into the water on a cold winter 
day. He liked fun and could make 
aa much as any man living. Some 
time in the fifties, when he buried 
his wife, he sold the old farm to 
his sonNathan, and built a new set 
of buildings just over the Bethel 
line, and married the widow Pride 
of Sweden. They lived happily 
for several years, when he was af¬ 
flicted with a cancer from which 
he died in 1806. He was a kind 
and iudulgentfather, a good neigh¬ 
bor, and true friend and citizen. 

The second settler was Ashley 
Paine j he came from Dublin, N.II., 
and married Betsey Morse of 
Bethel. He began to clear his 
farm the next year after Mills, but 
owing to the loss of crops by tire, 
did not move on to it as scon. He 
raised two children-, a son and 
daughter. The daughter married 
Amos P. Bean, of Berlin, N. IT., 
wiio enlisted in Company II, 13 th 
Maine Volunteers, and died ..at 
New Orleans, Eebruary 1st, 1863. 
The son married ■ Abbie Wheeler 
and settled on the home farm.

Boston, Aug. 3.—Thoro is no scarcity 
of fresh made western butter, but only a 
few special makes in assorted size pack¬ 
ages are good enough to rank with the 
fresh made northern at this season. They 
are, with few exceptions, affected by the 
warm weather, and have to bo classed 
with firsts. 

In the meantime extreme prices are likely 
to rule for the fancy grades, as a certain 
number of dealers have a trade for these 
special brands fresh from the churn every 
week, hut thoy will not tako any others 
while there is a possihility.of getting what' 
thoy want. 

The stock in cold storage might be 
drawn upon, because a large portion yet is 
of fine quality, but it costs more than buy¬ 
ers are how willing to p;iy, and therefore 
will not he offered until thero is a chance 
for a profit. But to have a scarcity -with 
such an ample supply in tho freezers is a 
peculiar state of affairs. 

The stock in cold storage was increased 
last week 8741 tubs, and on Saturday 
stood at 185,333 tubs against 733,736 tubs 
same time last year, an Increase of 60,587 
tubs. The receipts are gradually falling 
off, hut they are still largely in excess of 
current consumption, including all grades, 
and the accumulations are likely to con¬ 
tinue during August unless there is a 
great shrinkage in the make.

There has always been a good deal 
of discussion whether the North Amer¬ 
ican Indian could he civilized. It was 
admitted that he could be “converted;” 
it was demonstrated, in individual cases, 
that he coultl he educated. But could 
he be civilized? “-In our observation, the 
process of civilization is a very slow one 
in a race. It musfpass through a num¬ 
ber of long stages of development, and 
the process cannot he hastened by arti¬ 
ficial means. In our day, writes Charles 
Dudley Warner in Harper’s Magazine, 
we have seen a number of races brought 
into sudden contact with civilization 
shrivel and shrink away before it to the 
point of disappearance. The physical 
development seemed to be arrested, 
and the moral nature to he set from a 
savage non-moral condition into an 
immoral condition. We have, in our 
day, a belief in the omnipotent power 
of education, of the beneficent effect of 
the hot-house system applied to bar¬ 
barians, or semi-barbarians. When we 
come in contact with a race like that in 
the Sandwich islands, or in Tahiti, or 
the Africans, we fancy that all we need 
to do is to teach them our knowledge m 
order to put them at once in the line of 
civilized peoples. It seems
